aviators <1 Topped 48 tons of bombs. 
Mr. MacPherson also said there had 
been a steady increase in the strength

Fifty persons were killed and great

Every attem pt j 
at calm explanation and every real 
deliberation must fail when the enemy, 
at the very moment they are laying a 
heavy hand on a neutral country, dare 
to speak of a policy guided by com­ 
plete unselfishness. 


“The treaty with Russia contains 
no conditions disgraceful to Russia, if 
the provinces breaking away 
from 
Russia say it is in 
accordance 
with 
their own wish and the wish is ac­ 
cepted by Russia.” 


United to Germany 
The Chancellor declared that Cour- 
iand and Lithuania 
were united to 
Germany politically and economically 
and militarily, and added: 
“ Livonia and Esthonia are the east­ 
ern frontier fixe:! by the treaty, but 
we hope that they aho will have close 
and friendly relations with Germany, 
not, however, to the exclusion of their 
friendly relations with Russia. Poland 
is not mentioned in the treaty and 
we. shall endeavor to see if it is pos- j 
sible to live in stable and good neigh­ 
borly relations with the new state. 


“lf the Reichstag adopts the peace 
treaty, peace on 
the whole Eastern 
front will be restored, as I announced 
February 24, but among the Entente 
Powers there is not the least inclina­ 
tion to finish this terrible war.

The Chancellor referred to Russia’s 
proposal that all the belligerents enter 
into the peace negotiations and added:

Litovsk. The powers until then allied 
with Russia remained aloof. 


“ We have not 
for a moment con- 
! tem plated and do not conte rn plate 
i opposing the justified wishes and en­ 
deavor of Russia to he liberated. As 
I said on November 29, we desire for 
that sorely tried land a speedy re­ 
turn to a peaceful and orderly state 
of affairs and we deeply deplore the 
terrible conditions which have made 
their appearance in many places.

consider their thirty days’ requirement. 
Those who fall to report will 
run the risk of pi * e lu tio n and the penalty for hoarding—$5000 fine and 
two years' imprisonment or both. 
lf any persons fail to report, the Food 
Administration can p re m ie them no leniency, if found guilty of hoarding. 
“By directing tho public to state their flour holdings on the flour sup­ 
ply card tho Food Administration Is taking the step necessary to prevent 
a possible flour famine. Hoarders hasten famine. If next May, June or July 
we find ourselves without wheat flour, it will be because thousands ut toon 
are stored away in collars by unpatriotic householders who banish any con­ 
sideration of the soldiers in their greed to have their own desire satis­ 
fied 
The flour supply card is a government action which will meet with 
the approval of all those who have taken the time to study food conditions 
abroad aud who know therefore that food Is probably the foremost factor 
in winning the war.”
